Fire on Thursday night practically 


destroyed the plant of the .Salmon 
River Paper company at Milton, en- 
tailing 'a loss of about 100,000. 


The property was owned by Wil- 


liam S. Lowe of Portsmouth, 
and 


manufactured, box boards and spec- 
ialties. 


The lire was discovered at about 


8-"jfl o'clock by Fred Roberts, who was 
passing the mill, and saw the flames 
bursting through the' roof 
of 
the 


building. The fire had gained such 
headway before the arrival of the 
department that only the storehouse, 
•which, was a separate building, was 
saved. 


The 'fire is supposed, to have origin- 


ated from the big chimney in the 
boiler house, but nobody was in the 


building at the time the fire was 
discovered. 
As a. rule the mill em- 


ployed a day and night shift, but the 
mill was not running last night. 


The mill was the principal indus- 


try in the town, with.a weekly pay- 
roll of from |500 to ?SOO, 
and its 


destruction, will be a serious blow to 
Milton. 


The main building was a two story 


wooden structure, and burned with 
great rapidity. The sparks flew wide- 
ly, and but for a rain in the after- 
noon might have caused much more 
damage.

INVESTIGATION ASKED FOR 


Official 
Resigns Because He Could 


Not Tolerate Conditions In Nation- 


al Stockyards—Tells of Lard Being 
Taken From Unsanitary Sewer and 
Passed Over Protest of Sub-in- 
spector—Other Alleged Filthiness 
St. Louis, June 11.—After eighteen 


months' service as a United States 
meat Inspector in East 
St. 
Louis 


packing houses, J. F. Harms has re- 
signed, he says, writing a letter to 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, de- 
manding an investigation of the meat 
inspection system at the National 
stockyards. 


Harms asserts that he resigned be- 


cause he could' not tolerate condi- 
tions. His letter says: 


"The inspection 
of the 
National 


stockyards is costing the people ap- 
proximately $100,000 a year, and it is 
not'actually worth $1 to them. 
For 


when the word is passed from the in- 
spector in charge to the inspectors 
actually doing the'7 work oa the floors 
that they are getting too many con- 
demned animals and to change the 
grading, it means that the whole 
thing is a farce. Mr. Secretary, the 
packers are getting today from 70 to 
SO percent of what ought to be con- 
•demned or destroyed. 


"I have seen from 1200 to 1500 


pounds of lard spill and run into an 
open sewer in the floor, the sewer 
outlet quickly blocked, and said, lard 
taken up from the floor and out of the 
sewer, both of which were unclean 
and unsanitary. 
And your doctors 


passed same to the packers over the. 
protest of the Inspector'on that floor 
and It went to the public marked 'U. 
S. Inspected and Passed.'" 


Another excerpt from Harm's let- 


ter to Wilson says: 


,"T6 illustrate, on April 1, 1909, 


Drs. Graham and Stingley retained 
and condemned eleven beef carcasses 


• for emaciation. 
On April 2, Drs.. 


Cloncey .and Meadors released six 
of said carcasses to the packers. The 
remaining, five were tanked and de- 
stroyed. 


"On the morning of April 2 I was in 


a cooler and a packing company su- 
perintendent-came in. When his at- 
tention was called to the eleven car- 
casses he said: 'Yes, they are.a bad 
lot and had I been on the floor last 
evening I would not have let them 
come down, but would have sent them 
to the tank.' 


"Men holding good positions with 


the packers see and know these things 
and acknowledge they were wrong..I 
have seen animals'in a dying condition 
draggd into the 
killing 
beds and 


marked 'U. S. Inspected and Passed.' 


"Some "of the filthiest things Imag- 


inable are practiced in the sausage de- 
partments, such as using bladders 
fof casings -without thoroughly wash- 
ing or cleaning, the use of filthy tripe 
in sausage, the use, of slimy hog 
stomachs for casings or containers, 
the using of meats that have fallen 
on the floor and are taken up and used 
without any pretense of cleaning, ' 


"These are all permitted by those 


in charge. _I£ an, inspector calls their 
attention to any of the wrongs he is 
told as I was, that the people who 
eat such stuff are too lazy to prepare 
anything for themselves and ought to 


_ have such stuff. 


"I will give another instance that 


happened elsewhere. 
The meat in- 


spector in the department held some 
6000 or 7000 pounds of meats for be- 
ing sour, and mind you, four or five 
other inspectors were called inland 
they all pronounced the meat sour. 
Your Dr. Meadors released it to the 
packer." 


Harms cites several specific in- 


stances of lax inspection7 declaring 
meat condemned by sub-inspectors 
was released to the packers by high- 
er officials. 


Chief Inspector Clancy, discussing 


the charges, asserted that such cases 
were not uncommon, because the 
duties of chief inspector called for de- 
cisions in matters of doubt. 
"Most 


of the other charges, I am sure, can- 
not be true," said Clancy. 
"He has 


not complained to.me about my deci- 
sions nor to my assistant.

returned home last evening. 


On bis return from Washington, 


a few weeks ago, it was reported that 
Dr. Hale was not in good health, but 
he soon regained his activities, and 
until Tuesday attended meetings and 
received friends. • -Wednesday night, 
however, he showed signs of distress, 
and rapidly weakening, passed peace- 
fully away in the morning. 


It seems as if the whole country 


joins' in mourning the loss of Dr.. 
Hale. 
Messages expressing sorrow 


and esteem are pouring' into the Hale 
household, one of the first being from 
President and Mrs. Taft. 
People of 


all walks of life, and especially those 
whose professional careers brought 
them in contact with Boston's leading 
citizen, are eager to pay tribute to 
a life so full of fruitful, works, so in- 
spiring to his. fellow beings. 


As an author his fame rests on the 


short stories, such 
as "The Man 


Without a Country;" as an instigator 
of the social uplift the work of the 
two great organizations, the Lend-a- 
Hand clubs and The King's Daugh- 
ters, will always be to his renown; 
as a minister and pastor, his half a 
century in the pulpit of the .South 
Congregational church and his preach- 
ing in many other churches was pro- 
lific of wise 
spiritual 
inspiration; 


while as a historian, drawing patriot- 
ism from his famou? uncle, Captain 
Nathan 
Hale, 
the 
Revolutionary 


martyr, his writings and antiquarian 
works have become authorities. 


It was Dr. Hale who, many years 


before its consummation, predicted a 
world-wide peace tribunal; it was Dr. 
Hale who upheld Garrison and Phil- 
lips in their anti-slavery work; it was 
Dr. Hale whose benevolent counsel 
brought 
comfort to the sick and 


wounded soldiers of the battlefields of 
the Civil war, as a member of the 
sanitary commission. 


Edward Everett Hale was born in 


Boston April :j, 1822.

17S4, was a journalist and one ot the 
editors of the Boston Weekly Messen- 
ger, the first weekly periodical de- 
voted to literature and politics to be 
published in the United States. 
In 


March, JS14. he purchased the Bos- 
ton Daily Advertiser. 
He was also 


Editor of the Monthly Chronicle and 
was one of a club that founded the 
North American Review in 1S15 and 
the Christian Examiner in 1823. 


With his father so deeply interested 


in newspaper and magazine work it 
was not at" all surprising that the sen 
should imbibe something of the at- 
mosphere of the printing office, es- 
pecially as he early learned to set 


i type in his father's office. 
Indeed, in 


after life it was Dr. 
Kale's 
proud 


boast that he had been through every 
department of a 
newspaper 
office, 


from reporter to editor-in-chief, and 
In his interviews with representatives 
of the press he never lost an oppor- 
tunity of fondly referring

That the troops of New England 


be mobiled at once for a series of 
maneuvers, in order that the Atlantic 
seaboard may be properly protected 
in case of invastion, was the recom- 
menda-tjon of Major Carl Reichman 
of the Twenty-fourth United States 
Infantry, in an address on "Maneu- 
vers" before the First Corps Cadets 
at their armory in Boston on Tuesday 
night.

address: 


"The impending coast, defense manu- 
yers will confront the headquarters' 
staff, with a sudden and large prob- 
lem," said Major 'Reichman. "One 
thing can be done at once, the mo- 
bilization of every uoop unit at its 
home station can be ordered, but the 
points of concentration require care- 
ful consideration of the stratagetic 
situation. As to coast defense inantu' 
vers In particular, the object of the 
enemy would be to make a surprise 
landing in or'der that we might not 
be on the spot in time to prevent 
it "We should garrison our most vita! 
points and ~keep the hulk of troops 
in favorable positions, whence they 
could be promptly despatched to thn 
threatened places Should the enemy 
land and defeat the hastily gathered 
troops they would be hi a position 
to take our forts from the land side. 
This would give him a base of sup- 
plies and a chance to 
land 
more 


troops, and, once ensconsed in Bos- 
ton, New England would be practical- 
ly cut off. Our navy yards would l'.> 
helpless and we would undoubted'y 


that duty, and apparently the people

will meet the J-equirements of 18.5 
knots contract speed in her four hours' 
run.

jd on the first of her runs over the 
measured mile course. The first three 
runs were ma.de at 15 knots' speed I 
and the speed was gradually increased 
until in the eleventh run the Michi- 
gan covered the mile with her engines 
•Joing their utmost and sending her 
over the course at the rate of 20.01 
knots an hour. Her five so called top- 
speed runs averaged 18.076 knots an 
hour.

It Varies According to Distance In 


Rifle Shooting. 


"A bullseye is a bullscye" Is au ex 


pressloii frequently used in connection 
with rifle shooting, but those uufa- 
inillar with military rifle practice as 
at present conducted have little con- 
ception of what is meant by u bullseye 
*m the. regulation targets. The ranges 
at which shooting now takes place are 
200, 300, COO, GOO, 800, 900 and 1,000 
yards. For these ranges three targets 
are employed. 


The first is target A, which is used 


at 200 and 300 yards. It is six feel 
tall and four feet In width, with n 
bullseye iu the center eight inches In 
diameter. 
This Is surrounded by a 


circle twenty-six inches iu diameter. 
Another circle is forty-sis inches iu \ 
diameter. 
The bullscye counts 5, a 


shot in the inner circle 4, iu the ourei 
circle 3 and on the1 remainder of the 
target 2. 


The B target, which is used at 500 


and COO yards, is six feet square. "It 
Las a twenty inch bullscye. and t'jc 
first circle Is thirty-seven inches aud 
the secoud circle fifty-three inches in 
diameter. 
The value of the spots Is 


the same as ou the A target. 


The C target is used at SOO, 000 and 


1.000 yards. 
This is rectangular In 


Ghanc, being six feet high aud twelve 
feet loug. It is divided into three sec- 
tions by vertical lines three feet from 
each end. In the-center is a thirty-six 
inch bullscye surrounded by a fifty- 
four Inch circle. 
A shot in the bulls- 


pye counts ">, between tbo bullscye anil 
the rim of the circle 4, anywhere out- 
side of the circle, but withiu the si:: 
foot square. 3, and at either end of the 
target, but outside of the squnre. the 
shot counts 2 points. — Philadelphia 
Record. 


WHO OWNS THE AIR? 


Ancient Legal Maxim Says Man Owns 


Land "Up to the Sky." 


It Is still a moot point whether cr 


not the flying of airships over private 
property may be opposed by due proc- 
ess of law. 


In England there is an ancieut inaj:- 


1m embodied in the English common 
law which says, "He who owns the 
land owns it up to skies." This venera- 
ble rule, a legal authority points out, 
is as good today as ever It was and Is 
full of meuncing significance to the 
airship builder. 


The effect of this rule Is to give the 


owner of land the exclusive right to 
the frep enjoyment of the air over and 
above the four corners of his holding, 
and any interference with that enjoy- 
ment, however apparently slight and 
harmless, constitures a trespass, fci 
which an action may be brought. 


Applications for Injunctions against 


airship owners and actions for trespass 
by aggrieved landowners are not un- 
likely proceedings in the near future.— 
New York Sun.

As for the 
cracked paint surface—sure sign of 
nge—that is obtained by baking the 
picture .carefully in an oven or by 
laying a plaque of metal on the can- 
vas and striking it gently with a ham- 
mer. Worm holes in frame or panel3 
are merely a matter of fine shot fired 
in and afterward picked out.

selves may be had by the judicious 
spatter of India ink. 


No doubt to the sure connoisseur 


there is something hard and cold about 
the copies, something vaguely unsatis- 
fying, but no one can deny that they 
are enormously like the originals—so 
much like them that the great mu- 
seums of Europe, all unsuspecting, 
have hung their walls with these mel- 
low masterpieces of yesterday.
